four men who, it is alleged, tried 
to extort $25,000 from a down- 
town gambler under threats of kid- 
naping him, walked into a police 
trap this afternoon and were slain.

Parker, of St. Louis. 

The killing occurred when the 
men exchanged shots with police 
hidden in an office adjoining that 
of Morris Scvhecter, proprietor of 
a horse race gambling book at 208 
North Wells street, on the north- 
western edge of the Loop. Patrick 
Roche, chief investigator for the 
Attorney, participated in 
the shooting. 

The trap was laid after Schecter 
reported to the State’s Attorney’s 
office that four men visited his 
place last week and threatened to 
kidnap him unless he paid them 
$25,000. 

A buzzer system was arranged 
between Schcter’s place and 4 ad- 
joining office, where the police 
were hidden. When the men visit- 
ed him today, Schecter sounded 
the buzzer.and the police proke 
into the room. The shooting fol- 
lowed. 

Parker is not listed in St. Louis 
police records under that name. 


FLIES 430 MILES AN HOUR 
BUT NEW RECORD IS INVALID 


Italian Army Ace Loses Elevation 
Rudder on Final 
Lap. 

DESENZANO DEL GARDA, Italy, 
June 16.—Lieut. Neri, Italian army 
ace, flew 430 miles an hour yester- 
day to exceed the world’s record of 
408.8 miles an hour, but he lost an 
elevation rudder on the final lap 
and his record was invalidated, it 
became known today. 

Just as the Lieutenant had the 
speed record in his gra the ter- 
rific impact of air detached the 
elevation rudder and threw him off 
his course. The flyer was forced to 
use his utmost skill, but he dropped 
his plane safely, and announced he 
would renew his attempt shortly.

BRIAND LEFT ONLY $3440 CASH 


Paris Paper Shows Ex-Premier 
Died Comparatively Poor. 
PARIS, June 16. — Aristide 
Briand, French Foreign Minister, 
died comparatively poor, the 
newspaper L’Oeuvre says today, 
protesting against insimuations by 
enemies of the former Foreign 
Minister that he accumulated a 
fortune while serving France. Only 
6000 francs ($240) was found in 
his home after his death, and he 

had about $3200 in the bank. 

The newspaper prints Briand’s 
will in which he bequeathed his 
farm at Cocherel, which he pur- 
chased \ ith the Nobel peace prize 
money, to Mme. Lucie Uro Jour- 
dan. The rest of his property went 
to his sister and nephew.

to withdraw in favor of former 
President Coolidge. 

France, a former United States 
Senator from Maryland, had just 
been placed in nomination by L. B. 
Sandblast, a delegate from Oregon, 
which state France carried over 
President Hoover in the presiden- 
tial primary. As the speaker con- 
cluded France appeared at the rear 
of the platform and began making 
his way to the speaker's stand in 
front. 

Taken Roughly Down Sieps. 

Seeing him, Chairman Snel 
rushed over, there was a brief ex- 
change of words, and at a gesture 
from Snell a sergeant-at-arms be- 
gan pushing France backward. 
The candidate, who is a bulky man, | 
resisted, and police rushed to the 
assistance of the sergeant-at-arms. 

Someone on the platform struck 
at France and he struck back vig- 
orously. 

The police grasped him under the 
arms and urged him roughly down 
the rear steps and through an exit 
in a manner familiarly known as 
“the bum’s rush.” 

As reporters swarmed after him 
the police closed in and virtually 
dragged France up a Stairway to 
the police detention room. He was 
pale and trembling, his face stream- 
ing with perspiration. Up to that 
time only a few persons knew ex- 
actly what had happened. 

“Political Hoodlumism.” 

“They threw me off the plat- 
form because they learned it was 
my purpose to withdraw my own 
name and nominate Calvin Cool. 
| idge, " Dr. France explained. “They 
knew very well that the conven- 
tion would stampede to him.” 

He said he had asked Snell for 
recognition, but that the Chairman 
told him he was out of order, and 
commanded officers to remove him 
from the platform. 

“I had a perfect right to reeog- 
nition,” he declared, displaying the 
badges of an Oregon alternate and 
the Republican National Commit- 
teeman from Maryland.

BITTER FIGHT OVER

PLANK ON LIQUOR 


Administration Plan Goes 
Over After Defeat of 
Clean-Cut Repealer With 
Aid of Patronage Bloc.

CHICAGO, June 16.—After scenes 
of wild disorder, the Republican 
national convention at 1:15 o’clock 
this morning, by a roll-call vote of 
681 to 472, killed a proposal plat- 
form plank calling upon Congress 
to submit a clean-cut repealer of 
the eighteenth amendment, and 
then, by a viva voce vote, approved, 
with the rest of the platform, a 
compromise wet and dry plank 
written to satisfy President Hoover. 

The steam roller worked. If the 
bloc of Southern patronage-con- 
trolled votes thrown to the support 
of the Hoover plank had been cast 
the other way, the repeal plank 
brought in by a minority of the 
Resolutions Committee would have 
been adopted. Victory for the Ad- 
ministration was made possible by 
votes from Alabama, Arkansas, 
Georgia, Louisiana, North and South 


Carolina, Texas and Virginia—a 
block of 169. 

A reversal of 105 votes would 
have changed the result and com- 
mitted the Republican party to the 
position advocated by Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler and other militant 
opponents of national prohibition. 

As it was, the wets succeeded in 
driving the party from its dry 
stand to a middle-ground position. 
The adopted plank recommended 
to Congress the submission of a 
new constitutional amendment that 
would let the wet states take them- 
selves out from under the opera- 
tion of the eighteenth amendment, 
but with the important proviso that 
they would then be subjected to 
regulation by Congress to prevent 
the return of the saloon and “at- 
tendant abuses.” 

Basic Issue of the Fight. 

The basic issue was between the 
state control proposed by the But- 
ler faction and the Federal control 
demanded in the Hoover. plank. 
The fight came to a climax on a 
motion to substitute the repeal 
plank, looking to the return of 
the liquor question to the states, 
for the. mildér plank—a “strad- 
dling” and “hypocritical” device, 
the wets called it—submitted in the 
dry report by the majority of the 
Resolutions Committee.

for Fox’s nonappearance. 

“I am not. satisfied with his 
(Fox’s) attitude, or that he is sin- 
cere,” Gray told the committee.

Gray said Herbert Leitstein, an 
employe of Fox’s, had refused to 
appear, but had been subpenaed. 

“I intend to show,” Gray con- 
tinued, “that Fox organized and 
controlled the Fox Film and Fox 
Theater corporations, owning 100 
per cent of the stock in one and 
51 per cent in the other. 

“I will show that while he owned 
and controlled this stock he used it 
in any way he saw fit.” 

Gray charged that the companies 
had entered into syndicates and 
pools on the stock. 

A contract was made with a 
broker to distribute 500,000 shares 
of Fox Theater stock, he said, and 
an adidtional contract was found 
under which a daughter of Fox got 
half the commission. 

“You will be satisfied before .I 
get through,” Gray said, “that Fox 


wrecked the companies, and not 
others, as he has charged.” 

Gray added that Fox had 
“dumped” 210,000 shares of the 


Fox Film Corporation, on which the 
company took a loss of $3,300,000, 
but which he credited as a loss op 
his income tax return. 

“He had the Joss paid by Fox 
Film and had the loss charged to 
him in his tax return,” Gray said. 
“It was a plain case of tax evasion.” 

Concluding his statement to the 
committee, Gray said: “I will show 
plenty. This is one of the worst 
and most complicated cases I have 
investigated.” 

While Gray made his statement 
Fox’s attorney, Keass, was on the 
stand.

CLINIC HERE FOR 
BIRTH CONTROL 


Maternal Health / Association 
Applies to Circuit Court 
for Incorporation Pa- 


pers. 


A petition for in-orporation of 
the Maternal Health Association of 
Missouri, which would operate a 
birth control clinic, was taken un- 


der advisement by Circuit Judge 
Killoren after a hearing today. 

Witnesses at the hearing were 
Dr. R. J. Crossen, a physician, 6950 
Pershing avenue, who is president 
of the association; Mrs. Albert E. 
Taussig, secretary, and Mrs, An- 
thony B. Day, treasurer. Mrs.. Taus- 
sig and Mrs. Day are wives of phy- 
sicians. Listed among the directors 
of the association are the Rev. Dr. 
John W. MaclIvor, pastor of Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church, and 
Rabbi Ferdinand M. Isserman of 
Temple Israel. 

Dr. Crossen testified that the 
association proposed to offer birth 
control advice to patients recom- 
mended by social agencies and phy- 
sicians. It would employ a social) 
worker to investigate each case, he 
said, before offering any informa- 
tion or treatment. 

Questioned by Judge. 

Quest:oned by Judge Killoren, 
Dr. Crossen said advice would be 
given to mothers who believe they 
have too many children and who 
wanted to limit the size of their 
families to the number they can 
properly care for. Social and eco- 
nomic conditions would be studied 
in each case, he said, to determine 
whether birth control would be ad- 
vised. Advice would be offered, he 
said, in cases where the mental or 
physical health of parents was im- 
paired. 

Such advice is now availabie, Dr. 
Crossen said, to persons who can 
pay for it at hospitals, but social 
agencies have had no place to 
which they might send poor persons 
for whom the practice of birth con- 
trol is considered desirable. 

Formed a Year Ago. 

The organization was established, 
Dr. Crossen said, a year ago last 
February by physicians, all of 
whom are members of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. It has 
been co-operating, he said, with 
the American Birth Control 
League headed by Margaret San- 
ger. 

Membership in the society, Dr. 
Crossen said, would be open to any 
who might be interested. Dunes 
would be $2 a year and these, with 
contributions, would be the princi- 
pal source of revenue, although a 
small fee would be charged for 
services at the clinic. 

About 100 similar clinics are op- 
erated in the larger cities of the 
United States, Dr. Crossen said.

Appointed to Make Study Dur- 
ing Congressional 
Recess.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—A spe- 
cial committee to make a thorough 
study of taxes during the con- 
gressional recess was appointed to- 
day by acting Speaker Rainey of 
the House. 

This committee—all members of 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee—would study particularly 
the conflicts between state and 
Federal laws and hunt new means 
of raising revenue, Rainey said. 

He appointed as members of the 
special committee: Vinson, Ken- 
tucky, chairman; Cullen, New York, 
and Lewis, Maryland, Democrats; 
Crowther, New York, and Chind- 
blom, Illinois. Republicans. The 
committee will submit a report on 
its investigation when Congress 
convenes in December. 

The House passed unanimously 
a resolution to amend the new tax 
law so as to keep big producing 
and importing oil companies from 
evading about $17,000,000 in Fed- 
eral taxes on gasoline and oil. This 
would be accomplished by provid- 
ing that instead of applying the 
taxes only on gasoline imports and 
lubricating oil held by producers 
and importers June 21, these levies 
would be assessed on all owners of 
more than 20,000 gallons of gaso- 
line or 1000 gallons of oil June 21.

CHICAGO, June 16.—The Mis- 
souri delegation to the Republican 
national convention stood three to 
one with the drys in the vote last 
night on the prohibition plank of 
the national platform. The tally 
was 8% votes for the minority re- 
port from the Resolutions Commit- 
tee and 23% votes for the Hoover 
adaministration majority report. 

The vote in the convention came 
a few hours after the delegation 
had refused to take action on the 
platform declaration following an 
explanation of it by Secretary of 


_ Agriculture Arthur M. Hyde, Mis- 


souri’s member of ‘the Resolutions 
Committee, and a member of Pres- 
ident Hoover’s Cabinet. 

| The vote for the minority report 
included the six St. Louis district 
delegates, who had 4% _ votes. 
Charles Nagel of St. Louis, a dele- 
gate at large with a full vote, and 
four district delegates from out- 
side of St. Louis. They were John 


D. McNeeley, of St. Joseph in the 
Fourth District, John Schulze of 
St. Charles in the Ninth, Harry O. 
Smith of Farmington in the Thir- 
teenth and M. E. Gillioz of Mo- 


‘nett in the Fifteenth. Fred Harri- 


son of Gallatin in the Third Dis- 
trict was absent and: his vote was 
not recorded. : 

All the remaining delegates sup- 
ported the administration plank. 


Hyde Appeals to Delegation. 

Preceding the convening of the 
convention, the Missouri delegation 
met at the Morrison..Hotel and 
listened to a reading of the plank 
by Hyde and an appeal by him to 
the delegation to support it in the 
convention. 

The delegates, however, refused 
Hyde’s request that they adopt a 
motion to give support to the 
plank, notwithstanding that Hyde 
told them he did not wish the vote 
to be considered as binding on the 
whole delegation in the» conven- 
tion, or even as binding individ- 
uals to vote in the committee as 
they did in the informal meeting 
of delegates. : 

Hyde, who was one of the Cabi- 
net members representing the Hoo- 
ver administration on the Resolu- 
tions Committee, told the Missouri 
delegates that the carrying out of 


the majority report of the commit-|: 


tee would “give the wets relief 20 
years earlier.” 

Speaking to the delegation, he 
said: : 
“First permit me to. say that 
there is not a word in this plank 
which was not put there for a rea- 
son. The plank represents three 
weeks of work. 

“It was carefully framed because 
we as Republicans have the wel- 
fare of the country at heart, and 
it is our duty to deal with this sub- 
ject constructively. There are mil- 
lions of dry Republicans and mil- 
lions of wet Republicans, and we 
heave no right to foreclose on 
either. : 

“There is nothing in this which 
will preciude any Republican who 
is honestly wet from expressing his 
honest opinion when it comes time 
to vote on this matter. There -is 
nothing to preclude any honestly 
dry Republican from voting dry. 

“Millions on Both Sides.” 

“In this period of economic prob- 
lems it would be wrong to adopt 
a plank which would prevent any 
Republican from voting his convic- 
tions on economic problems. — 

“This plank means that we do 
not favor a submission limited to 
the one question of retention or re- 
peal. There are millions on both 
sides. If there should be submit- 
ted a single proposition on which 
the vote would have to be yes or 
no, there are at least a dozen states 
which would vote no But with 
the fair proposition here present- 
ed, those states probably would 
vote yes. This allows the states 
to deal with the question as they 
‘choose. 

“This gives the protection of the 
Federal Government to the states, 
protects them against the return 
of the saloon.

Twenty thousand people were 
packed into the hall and the vast 
majority of them—if noise meant 
anything—were for repeal — and 
nothing short of repeal. 

At every prior session of the con- 
vention there had been yawning 
spaces in the galleries, but last 
night every seat was filled. A pa- 
rade of Illinois and New York 
delegates with a “We Want Repeal’ 
banner, delayed the opening, and 
it was not ‘'Ill 9:30 (Chicago day- 
light time), an hour and a half 
after the appointed time, that 
Chairman Snell was able to get or- 
der for the reading of the plat- 
form by Cnairman James R. Gar- 
field of the Resolutions Commit- 
tee. 

A typical “demonstration” broke 
out on the floor when Garfield an- 
nounced that the Republican party 
stood for the extension of the tariff 
policy to the products of our for- 
ests, mines and oil wells. The word 
“oil” touched off the fireworks. Ok- 
lahoma delegates picked up their 
State standard and began milling 
about the floor. They were joined 
by delegates from Washington, 
Oregon, Texas, New Mexico and 
California—states interested in du- 
ties on oil, copper and lumber— 
and presently a parade was under 
way. The flurry soon died down 
and Garfield resumed his reading. 

The crowd showed small inter- 
est till he came, near the end, to 
the prohibition plank. That, and not 
much else, was what they had been 
waiting for. As he pronounced the 
words, “the eighteenth amend- 
ment,” a yell went up and the Klieg 
lights were turned on. Garfield 
read slowly and impressively. 

“You Made a Mistake!” 

Waves of booing came from the 
galleries at almost every sentence 
in the law-enforcement part of the 
plank. Garfield went doggedly on. 
He read that prohibition was not a 
partisan question, and the boos and 
jeers rolled from the galleries in 
redoubled volume. The policemen 
in the aisles stiffened. Snell pound- 
ed for order, and failed to get it. 

“Those who are seated here as 
delegates,” said Garfield slowly, 
“will determine what we shall do— 
not those in the galleries.” 

“You made a mistake!” came a 
voice, and the uproar started again. 

Snell pounded for order. He 
warned the visitors that they were 
there as guests of the convention. 
Cheering mixed with jeers and cat- 
calls answered him. 

“We do not favor a submission 
limited to the issue of retention or 
repeal,” said Garfield, and again 
there were cheers and hisses. Snell’s 
warning, however, had proved ef- 
fective, and Garfield was able to 
finish the reading of the plank 
with little further interruption. 

‘Follow Indiana.” 

Coming to the end of the whole 
platform after an hour’s reading, 
Garfield moved its adoption and 
with manifest relief retired from 
the front of the stage. 

Chairman Snell recognized Sen- 
ator Hiram Bingham of Connecti- 
cut to present the minority report 
on prohibition. Tall, slim, white- 
haired Bingham made a striking 
figure. He got an ovation. When 
he came to the word “repealing” 
in his substitute plank, an exul- 
tant roar went up. from the floor 
and the galleries. The tumult was 
greater than any that had gone 
before. 

The India delegates started a 
march. They h two huge ban- 
ners with words in\red letters on 
white: “We Want 
Bunk”, and “Follow 
Groups from New York, 
sin, New Jersey, Illinois, 
sylvania, Rhode Island, Connecti- 
cut, Vermont and Michigan joined 
the shouting procession. There 
was a fight around the Washing- 
ton standard. Police quelled it, and 
the standard was kept out of the 
parade. Some of the marchers 
held aloft steins. Others had buck- 
ets strung on a pole. Snell gaveled 
down the jubilee after five min- 
utes and Bingham resumed his 
reading. 

He repeated the word “repeal- 
ing’ and the noise started age 
His every sentence drew appl: se, 
and as he bowed himself o — it 
arose in tremendous volume. 

Snell announced that each side 
would have an hour and a nota- 
ble debate began. 

“Don’t Confuse the Issue.”’ 

Bingham came forward to begin 
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it and again the crowd roared ap- 
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proval of its hero. He spoke crisp- 
ly and well. 

“Give us a chance to vote square 
on prohibition,” he cried. “Don’t 
confuse the issue with a plank no- 
body can understand.”’ 

He sneered at the “gains” which 
the other side said had been made 
under prohibition. 

“Gains!” 

He mocked. “Yes, there have 
been gains—gains in the arrests of 
young people for drunkenness, 
“Gains!’’ 

“Yes, gains in 100,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat not used. Gains in the 
tons of coal left in the ground be- 
cause there is no market for them 
i the breweries. Do you want to 
keep these gains? 

“We adopted prohibition to win 
the war. Let us repeal it to win 
the depression. 

“Gains!”’ 

“Yes, in the number of unem- 
ployed, in the Government’s defi- 
cit, in the necessity for more taxes. 
Prof. Seligman of Columbia Uni- 
versity has estimated thag liquor 
taxed at the war-time rates would 
bring in revenue of one and one- 
quarter billion dollars a year, or 
more than is catried in the tax bill 
we have just passed. 

“We are not asking this conven- 
tion to go on record for repeal. All 
that we are asking is the chance 
to vote yes or no.” 


Boos Interrupt Garfield. 
Chairman Garfield was next. He 
stood unperturbed, a serious-faced, 
scholarly looking man, as the crowd 
assaulted him with jeers. 

The hostile demonstration inter- 
rupted him at intervals and kept 
Chairman Snell busy with his gavel. 


Snell threatened to clear the gal- 
leries, 

Hostilities broke out when Gar- 
field remarked that it was rather 
strange that the convention, at a 
time when its efforts should be de- 
vot. to “deeper problems,”’ should 
be forced to spend so much time on 
a problem “which seems to have 
stirred up the people of this com- 
munity and some of the people in 
this convention.” 

‘““."e are not going to be forced 
into the position .of voting yes or 
no on repeal of prohibition,” he said. 
Then he paused until a roar of 
“boos” from the galleries had died 
down. 

Garfield said the repeal element 
1 offered no constructive sugges- 


tion as to what should be done if 
1 -ohibition were repealed. 

“We have asked them for two 
long years to give us 4 constructive 
suggestion,” he said, “and have yet 
to hear them respond. 

“When Liquor Dealers Controlled.” 

He said the proponents of repeal 
“ask us to go back to a condition 
of which our younger generation 
knows nothing.” 

There were cries of “Take him 
away!” and “You made a mistake!”’ 

Garfield resumed: “I repeat, the 
young people of today know noth- 
ing” and again he was drowned 
out. The interruption lasted seven 
minutes, with an occasional shout 
of “I repeat—” from Garfield, until! 
Chairman Snell threatened to have 
the galleries cleared. 

When order was restored — only 
temporarily—Garfield said: “This 
reminds me of conditions 20 to 30 
years ago when the liquor dealers 
controlled politics as the bootleg- 
gers control it today.” 

The galleries responded with 
more “boos.” 

Between interruptions, Garfield 
managed to say that he believed 
the majority plank offered the peo- 
ple a. better way to solve the pro- 
hibition problem and proposed ade- 
quate safeguards against the re- 
turn of the saloon, while the other 
plank contained only a “pious 
hope” that the saloon would not 
come back. 

He retired amid another uproar 
from the galleries.

Simultaneously, the 11 principal 
European nations ave 
their holdings of gold by about the 
same amount. 

Allowing for minor adjustments, 
and an exception in Germany's 
case, each nation now hasits full 
supply of gold in its central bank. 
There remains ofly smattering of 
foreign balances—mostly British— 
in this country which can be re- 
called, 

The manner in which the vast 
gold flow has been taken, and 
redistributed by Europe, is shown 
in a study of gold holdings of 
principal European banks, for 
Sept. 17, 1931, when the movement 
began, and June's, 1932. 

France’s gold holdings increased 
from $2,340,000,000 to $3,205.000,- 
000: Holland from §270,000,000 to 
$390,000,000: Belgium from $230,- 
000,000 to $360,000,000; Switzer- 
land from $165,000,000 to $40690,- 
000,000, and Italy from $290,000,- 
009 to $300,000,000. 

Small losses were suffered by 
countries affected by Britain's 
abandonment of the gold standard. 
Gold stocks of England declined 
from $6890,000,000 to $660,000,000; 
Sweden from $60,000,000 to $565,- 
000,000; Norway from  $40,000,- 
000 to $30,000,000, and Denmark 
from $45,000,000 to $40,000,000. 

Germany's loss was severest, 
from $315,000,000 to $185,000,000. 

However, the net gain for Eu- 
rope as a whole was $1,175,000,900 
and bankers say it has placed Eu- 
ropean countries in  positior# to 
finance and sustain international 
commerce.

{Petition Says Judge Is Influ- 
enced by Relatives of 
- Realty Owner. 


An injunction suit to prevent 
Probate Judge Holtcamp from 
holding a hearing next Monday on 
the sanity of Hugh W. Thomas- 
son, elderly realty owner, was filed 
in Circuit Court yesterday. 

The svit, brought in Thomas- 


attorney, is directed against six 
groups of defendants. They are the 
Frank Real Estate and Investment 
Co., holders of a lease on Thomas- 
son’s property at Broadway and 
Washington avenue; the trustee 
for holders of $125,000 in notes 
against Thomassen's properties and 


trustees for his estate; two groups 
of lawyers and diters who hold 
the notes; distant relatives and 
their attorneys wno brought the 
Probate Court action, and tenants 


Washington avenue. 

The petition charges Judge Holt- 
camp with being under influence 
of Thomasson’s relatives and their 
attorneys and refers to the action, 
in Probate Court as a “fraudulent 
Scheme” to deprive Thomasson of 
his “property, liberty, wife, home 
and sanity.” 

It seeks an injunction to restrain 
proceedings in Probate Court and 
to prevent the defendants from 
conducting litigation against the es- 
tate or asserting title to any prop- 
erty. In addition, it asks for a re- 
ceiver for the Broadway and Wash- 
ington property to collect $66,000 
in annual rents from the tenants. 
Allegation is made that the 
Frank Real Estate and Investment 
Co. has not turned over to Thom- 
asson $24,000 in rents due since 
Jan. 1, and has therefore violated 
its lease. Continuation of the Pro- 
bate Court action, it is charged, 
would prevent Thomasson from 
having any funds to defend him- 
self in any court action. 

Attorneys for the relatives filed 
application today with the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court for a writ of 
mandamus to compel Judge Holt-.

Legislation was enacted en- 
larging the discount facilities 
-of the Federal Reserve System; 
and, without reducing the legal 
reserves of the Federal Reserve 
Banks, releasing a billion dol- 
tars of gold, a formidable pro- 
tection against raids on the dol- 
lar, and a greatly enlarged basis 
for an expansion of credit. 

An earlier distribution to de- 
positors,in closed banks has 
been brought about through the 
action of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. Above all, 
the national credit has been 
placed in an impregnable posi- 
tion by provision for adequate 
revenue and a program of dras- 
tic curtailment of expenditures. 
All of these measures were de- 
signed to lay a foundation for 
the resumption of business and 
increased employment. 

But delay and the constant 
introduction and consideration 
of new and unsound measures 
has k@pt the country in a state 
of uncertainty and fear, and 
offset inuch of the good other- 
wise accomplished. 

The President has _ recently 
supplemented his original pro- 
gram. To provide for distress, 
to stimulate the revival of busi- 
ness and employment, and to 
improve the agricultural situa- 
tion, he recommended extending 
the authority of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation to 
enable it: 

(a) To make loans to polit-, 
ical subdivisions of public bod- 
ies or private corporations for 
the purpose of starting con- 
struction of income-producing 


or self-liquidating projects 
which will at once increase em- 
ployment; 


(b) To make loans upon se- 
curity of agricultural commod- 
ities so as to insure the carry- 
ing of normal stocks of those 
commodities, and thus stabilize 
their loan value and price lev- 
els; 

(c) To make loans to _ the 
Federal Farm Board to enable 
extension of loans to ‘’irm co- 
operatives and loans for export 
of agricultural commodities to 
quarters unable otherwise to 
purchase them; 

(d) To loan up to $300,000,- 
060 to such states as are unable 
to meet the calls made on them 
by their citizens for distress re- 


lief. 


The President’s program con- 
templates an attack on a broad 
front, with far-reaching objec- 
tives, but entailing no danger 
to the budget. The Demo- 
cratic program, on the other 
hang, vontemplates a heavy ex- 
penditure of public funds, a 
budget unbalanced on a large 
scale, with a doubtful attain- 
ment or at best a strictly lim- 
ited objective. 

We strongly endorse 
President’s program. 

True to American traditions 
and principles of government 
the administration has regard- 
ed the relief. problem as one 
of state and local responsibili- 
ty. The work of local agencies, 
public and private, have been 
co-ordinated and enlarged on a 
nation-wide scale under the 
leadership of the President. 

Sudden and unforeseen emer- 
gencies such asthe drouth have 
been met by the Red Cross and 
the Government. The United 
States Public Health Service has 
been of inestimable benefit to 
stricken: areas. 

There has been magnificent 
response and action to relieve 
distress by. citizens, organiza- 
tions and agencies, public and 
private, throughout the country. 

To provide against the pos- 
sible failure of local and state 
agencies, the President has 
urged the Congress to create an 
emergency relief fund to be 
loaned temporarily to any state 
on a showing of actual need 


the 


and temporary ffailure of its 
financial resources. 
The Republican party _ in- 


dorses this record and policy 
and is opposed to the Federal 
Government entering into the 
field of private charity and di- 
rect relief to the individual. 


Public Economy. 


Constructive plans for finan- 
cial stabilization cannot be com- 
pletely organized until our na- 
tional, state and municipal gov- 
ernments not only balance their 
budgets, but curtail their cur- 
rent expenses as well toa level 
which can be steadily and eco- 
nomically majntained for some 
years to come. 

We urge prompt and drastic 
reduction of public expenditure 
and resistance to every appro- 
priation not demonstrably nec- 
essary to the performance of 
the essential functions of gov- 
ernment, national or local. 

The Republican party estab- 
lished and will continue to up- 
hold the gold standard and will 
oppose any measure which will 
undermine the Government’s 
credit or impair the integrity 
of our national currency. Re- 
lief by currency inflation is un- 
sound in principle and dishon- 
est in results. The dolla? is 
impregnable in the marts of 
the world today and must re- 
main so. An ailing body can- 


‘not be cured by quack reme- 
Wies. This is.no time .to ex-.. 


System. 


The efficient functioning of 
our economic machinery dee 
pends in no small measure on 
the aid rendered to trade and 
industry by our banking sys- 
tem. There is neéd of revising 
the banking laws so as to place 
our banking structure on a 
sounder basis generally for all 
concerned and, for the better 
protection of the depositing pub. 
‘lic, there should be more strin- 
gent supervision’ and broader 
powers vested in the supervising 
authorities. We advocate such 
a revision. 

One of the serious problems 
affecting our banking system 
has arisen from the practice of 
organizing separate corporations 
from under and controlled by 
the same interests as banks, 


‘but participating in operations 


which the banks themselves are 
not permitted legally to under- 
take. We favor requiring re- 
ports of and subjecting to thor- 
ough and periodic examination 
all such affiliates of member 
banks until adequate informa- 
tion has been acquired on the 
basis of which this problem may 
definitely be solved in a perma- 
nent manner. 


International Conference. 


We favor’.the participation — 


by the United States in an in- 
ternational conference to con- 
sider matters relating to mone- 
tary questions, including the po- 
sition of silver, exchange prob- 
lems, and commodity prices, 
and possible co-operative action 
concerning them. 


Home Loan Discount System 


The present Republican ad- 
ministration has initiated leg- 
islation for the crea 
system of Federally super 
home loan discount banks, dé 
signed to serve the homé own- 
ers of all parts of the country 
and to encourage home owner- 
ship by making possible long 
term credits for homes on more 
stable and mote _ favorable 
terms. 

There has arisen in the.dast 
few years a disturbing trend 
away from home ownership. We 
believe that everything possible 
should be done by governmental 
agencies, national, state and lo- 
cal, to reverse this tendency; to 
aid home owners by encourag- 
ing better methods of home fi- 
nancing; and to relieve the 
present inequitable tax burden 
on the home. In the field of 
national legislation we pledge 
that the measures creating a 
home loan discount system will 
be pressed in Congress until 
adopted. 


Agriculture. 


Farm distress in America has 
its root in the enormous ex- 


pansion of agricultural produc- 
tion during the war, the Uefla- 
tion of 1919, 1920 and the dislo- 
cation of markets after the war. 
There followed, under Repub- 
lican administrations, a long 
record of legislation in aid of 
the the co-operative organiza- 
tion of farmers and in provid- 
ing farm credit. The position 
of agriculture was gradually im- 
proved. 

In 1928 the Republican party 
pledged further measures in aid 
of agriculture, principally tar- 
iff protection for agricultural 
products and the creation of a 
Federal Farm Board “clothed 
with the necessary power to 
promote the establishment of 
a farm marketing system of 
farmer-owned and controlled 
stabilization corporations,” 

Almosf the first official act 
of President Hoover was the 


calling of a special session of 


Congress to redeem these party 
pledges. They have been re- 
deemed. 

The 1930 tariff act increased 
the rates of agricultural prod- 
ucts by 30 per cent; upon in- 
dustrial producrs only 12 per 
sent. That act equalized, so far 
as legislation can do so, the 
protection afforded the farmer 
with the protection afforded in- 
dustry and prevented a vast 
flood of cheap wool, grain, 
livestock, dairy and other prod- 
ucts from entering tne Amer- 
ican market. 

By the agricultural marketing 
act, the Federal Farm Board 
was created and armed with 
broad powers and ample funds. 
The object of that act, as stated 
in its preamble, was “to pro- 
mote the effective merchandis- 
ing ef agricultural commodities 
in interstate and foreign com- 
merce so that .. . agriculture 
will be placed on the basis of 
economic equality with other in- 
dustries .. by encouraging 
the organization of producers 
into effective association for 
their own control . . and by 
promoting the establishment of 
a farm marketing system of 
producer-owned and producer- 
controlled co-operative associa- 
tions. 

The Federal Farm Board, cre- 
ated by the agricultural mar- 
keting act, has been compelled 
to conduct its operations during 
a period in which all commodity 
prices, industrial as well as ag- 


ricultural, have fallen to disas- ~ 


trous levels. <A period of de- 

creasing demand and of national! 

calamities such as drouth and 
: ee 
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S R. GARFIELD of Ohio, chairman of the Resolutions Committee, 
otographed as he read the platform to the Republican Convention 
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flood has intensified the prob- 
lem of agriculture. 

Nevertheless, after only a lit- 
tle more than two years’ efforts, 
the Federal Farm Board has 
many achievements of merit to 
its credit. It has increased the 
membership of the co-operative 
farm marketing associations to 
co-5rdinate efforts of. the local 
associations. By co-operation 
with other Federal agencies, it 
has made available to farm 
marketing associations a lafge 
value of credit which, in the 
emergency, would not have oth- 
erwise been available. Larger 
quantities of farm products 
have been handled co-opcrative- 
ly than ever before in the his- 
tory of the co-operative move- 
ment. Grain crops have been 
sold by thé farmer through his 
association directly upon the 
world market. 

Due to the 1930 tariff act and 
the Agricultural Marketing Act, 
it can truthfully be stated that 
the prices received by the 
American farmer for his wheat, 
corn, rye, barley, oats, flax- 
seed, cattle, butter and many 
other products, cruelly low 
though they are, are higher 
than the prices received by the 
farmers of any competing na- 
time for the same products. 

The Republiean Party has 
also aided the American farm- 
er by relief of the sufferers in 
the drouth-stricken areas, 
through loans for rehabilitation 
and through road building to 
provide employment, by the 
development of the inland wa- 
terway system, by the perishable 
product act, by the strengthen- 
ing of the extension system, and 
by the appropriation of $125,-. 
000,000 to recapitalize the Fed- 
eral Land Banks and enable 
them to extend time to worthy 
borrowers. 

The Republican Party pledges 
itseif to the principle of assfst- 
ance to co-operative mafketing 
associations; owned and  con-— 
trolled by the farmers. them- 
selves, through the provisions of 
the Agricultural Marketing act, 
which will be promptly. amend- 
ed or modified as experience 
shows to be necessary to accom- 
plish the -objects set forth in 
the preamble of that act. 
The party pledges itself to make 
such revision of tariff schedules 
as economic changes require to 
maintain the parity of protec- 
tion to agriculture with other 
industry. 

The American farmér is en- 
titled not only to tariff sched- 
ules on his products but to pro- 
tection from substitutes there- 
for. ; 

We will support any plan 
which will help to balance pro- 
duction against demand, and 
thereby_ raise agricultural prices, 
provide it <3 economically 
sound, and administratively 
workable without burdensome 
bureaucracy. 

The burden. taxation borne 
by the owncrs of farm land 
constitute one of the major 
problems of agriculture.

Moreover, a subsequent 
change in costs or’other condi- 
tions may render obsolete a 
rate that was before appropri- 
ate. The Republican party has, 
therefore, long supported the 
policy of a flexible tariff, giv- 
ing power to the President, af- 
ter investigation by an impar- 
tial,commission and in accord- 
ance with prescribed  princi- 
ples, to modify the rates named 
by the Congress. 

We commend the President’s 
veto of the measure sponsored 
by Democratic Congressmen, 
which would have transferred 
from the President to the: Con- 
gress the authority to put into 
effect the finding of the Tariff 
Commission. Approval of the 
measure would have returned 
tariff-making to politics and 
destroyed the progress made 
during 10 years of effort to lift 
it out -of log-rolling methods. 
We pledge the Republican par- 
ty to a policy which will retain 
the gains made and enlarge the 
present scope of greater prog- 
ress. 

We favor the extension of the 

general Republican principle 
of tariff protection to our nat- 
ural resource industries, includ- 
ing the products of our farms, 
forests, mines and oil wells, 
with compensatory duties on 
the manufactured and refined 
products thereof. 

Our country is honored 
whenever it bestows relief. on 
those who haye faithfully served 
its flag. The Republican party, 
appreciative of this solemn ob- 
ligation and honor, has made

Increased hospital facilities 
have been provided, payments 
in compensation have been 
more than doubled, and in the 
matter of rehabilitation, pen- 
sions and insurance, generous 
provision has been made. The 
administration of laws dealing 
with the relief of veterans and 
their dependents has been a dif- 
ficult task, but every effort. has 
been made to carry service to 
the veteran and bring about 
not only a better and generous 
interpretation of the law, but 
a sympathetic consideration of 
ghe many problems of the vet- 
eran, : 

We believe that every veteran 
incapacitated in any degree by 
reason of illness or injuries at- 
tributable to service in defense 
of his country should be cared 
for and compensated, so far as 
compensation is possible, by a 
grateful nation, and that the 
dependents of those who lost 
their lives in war or whose 
death since the war in which 
service was rendered is trace- 
able to service causes, should 
be provided for adequately. 
Legislation should be in accord 
with this principle. 

Disability from causes subse- 
quent and not attributable to 
war and the support of depen- 
dents of deceased veterans 
whose death is unconnectcd 
with war, have been to some 
measure accepted obligations of 
the nation as a part of the debt 
due, 

A~careful study should be 
made of existing véterans legis- 
lation with a view to eliminating 
inequalities and injustices and 
effecting all possible economies, 
but without departing from our 
purpose to provide, on a sound 
basis, full and adequate relief 
for our service-disabled men, 
their widows and: orphans. 


Foreign Affairs. 

Our relations with foreign na- 
tions have been carried on by 
President Hoover with consis- 
tency and firmness, but with 
mutual understanding and peace 
with all nations. The world has 
been overwhelmed with eco- 
nomic strain which has pro- 
voked extreme nationalism in 
every quarter, has overturned 
many governments, stirred the 
springs of suspicion and distrust 
and tried the spirit of interna- 
tional co-operation, but we have 
held to our own course steadily 
and successfully. 

The party will continue to 
maintain its attitude of protect- 
ing. our national intefests and 
policies wherever threatened, 
but at the same time promoting 
common understanding of the 
varying needs and aspirations of 
other nations and going forward 
in harmony with other peoples 
without alliances or - foreign 
partnerships. The facilitation of 
world intercourse, the freeing of 
commerce from unnecessary im- 
pediments, the settlement of in- 
ternational difficulties by con- 
ciliation and the methods of 
law, and the elimination of war 
as a resort of national policy 
have been and will be our party 


Friendship and Commerce. 
We believe ih, and look for- 
ward to, the steady enlargement 
of the principles of equality of 
treatment between nations great 


-gnd small, the concession of 


sovereignty and self-adminis- 
tration to every nation which is

tivation of trade and intercourse 
on the basis of uniformity of 
opportunity of all nations. 

In pursuance of these princi- 
ples, which have steadily gained 
favor in the world, the admin- 
istration has asked no special 
favors in commercé, has pro- 
tested discriminations whenever 
they arose, and has steadily ce- 
mented this: procedure by 
reciprocal treaties guaranteeing 
equality for trade and com- 
merce. 

The historic American policy 
known as the “most favored na- 
tion principle,” has been our 
guiding program and we be- 
lieve that policy to be the only 
one consistent with a full de- 
velopment of international 
trade, the only one suitable for 
a country having as wide and 
diverse a commerce as Amer- 
ica and the one most appro- 
priate for us in view of the 
great variety of our industrial, 
agricultural and mineral prod- 
ucts and th- traditions of our 
people. Any other plan in- 
volves bargains and partner- 
ships with foreign nations and 
as a permanent policy is un- 
suited to America’s position. 


Conditions in Far East. 


Events in the Far East; in- 
volving the employment of 
arms on a large scale in a con- 
troversy between Japan and Chi. 
na, have caused world-wide 
concern in the past year and 
sorely tried the bulwarks erect- 
ed to insure peace and pacific 
means for the settlement of in- 
ternational disputes. The con- 
troversy has not only: threatened 
the security of the nations bor- 
dering the Pacific, but has chal- 
lenged the maintenance of the 
policy of the open door in Chi- 
na and’ the administrative and 
political integrity of that peo- 
ple, programs which upon 
American initiation were adopt- 
ed more than a generation ago 
and secured by internationai 
treaty. : 

The President and his Secre- 
tary of State have maintained 
throughout the controversy a 
just balance between Japan 
and China, taking always a firm 
position to avoid entanglement 
in the dispute but consistently 
upholding the established inter- 
national policies and the treaty 
rights and interests of the Unit- 
ed States, and never condoning 
developments that endangered 
the obligation of treaties or the 
peace of the world. Throughout 
the controversy our Govern- 
ment has acted in harmony 
with the Governments repre- 
sented in the League of Nations, 
always making it clear’ that 
American policy would be de- 
termined at home but always 
lending a hand in the common 
interest of peace and order. 

In the application of the prin- 
ciples of the Kellogg pact, the 
American Government has tak- 
en the lead, following the prin- 
ciple that a breach of the pact 
or a threat of infringement 
thereot was a matter of inter- 
national eoncern wherever and 
however brought about. 

As a further step, the Secrc- 
tary of State, upon the instruc- 
tion of the President, later en- 
larged upon in his letter to the 
chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations of the Senate 
that this Government would not 
recognize any situation, treaty 
or. agreement brought about be- 
tween Japan and China by force 
and in defiance of the covenants 
of the Kellogg pact. This prin- 
ciple, associated as it is with the 
name of President Hoover, was 
later adopted by the Assembly 
of the Nations at Geneva as a 
rule for the conduct of all those 
governments. The principle re- 
mains today as an important 
contribution to international 
law anda significant moral and 
matorial. barrier to prevent a 
nation obtaining the fruits of 
aggressive warfare. It thus 
opens a new pathway to peace 
and order. 

We favor enactment by Con- 
gress of a measure that will 
authorize our Government’ to 
call or participate in an inter- 
national confcrence in case of 
any threat of non-fulfillnient of 


—— 
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tration has proved to our neigh- 
bors of Latin America that we 
have no imperialistic ambitions 
but that we wish only. to pro- 
mote the welfare and common 
interest of the independent na- 
tions in the. Western Hemis- 
phere. We have aided Nicara- 
gua in the solution of its trou- 
bles and our Marines are re- 
maining in that country, in 
greatly reduced numbers, at the 
request of the Nicaraguan Gov- 
ernment only to supervise the 
coming election. 

After that they will be re- 
turned to the United States. In 
Haiti, in accord with the rec- 
ommendations of the Forbes 
Commission appointed by the 
President, the various services 
of supervision are being rapid- 
ly withdrawn and only those 
will be retainee which are mane 
datory under the _ treaties. 
Throughout Latin America the 
policy of the Government of 
the United States nas been and 
will, under Republican lead- 
ership, continue to be one of 
frank and, friendly understand- 
ing. 

World Court. 

The acceptance by America 
of membership in the World 
Court. has been approved by 
three successive Republican 
Presidents and we commend 
this attitude of supporting in 
this form the settlement of in- 
ternational disputes by the rule 
of law.

AMERICA AND THE LAUSANNE CONFERENCE. 

There is small prospect that the conference which 
convenes today in Lausanne can achieve a final settle 
ment of the problem of reparations. 

Germany's creditors will be faced on the one hand 
by her flat assertion of her imability to pay, on the 
other by America’s refusal te participate in the nego- 
tiations. 3 

Legally, they have the right to appeal to the Per

Their other alternative is the cancellation of the 
reparations obligation, or, what is more likely, a 
further extension of the Hoover moratorium, under 
the terms of which Germany would be required to 
resume payments July 1. 

This may involve continued suspension of condi- 
tional aunuities, which are two-thirds of the total, 
and collection of the unconditional annuities, which 
will be promptly reloamed, as they are now, to the 
German railways. 

But relief for Germany, in whatever form it may 
be provided, will bring the Allied nations face te face 
with their continued obligations to the United States, 
and it is the present position of our Government 
that these two matters are in no way related. 

We have told Burope that it must settle the prob 
lem of reparations before it appreaches us for re- 
lief from the burden of the inter-Allied debits. But 
eur national administration, on the eve of thé presi- 
dential electiom, has feared to commit itself as to 
the position which it will take in the subsequent ne- 
gotiations. The promise of compensatory adjustments 
is implicit in our attitude, but we have given no as- 
surance that this promise will be fulfilled.

It is 
strange that we are so much more 
concerned at wives earning salaries 
than we are over trips to Reno. In 
recent years many have married 
who could not afford to do so on 
the husband’s salary alone. The 
young wife has hept on with her 


work at least until they established 
a little home, paid for their furni- 
ture and had a nest-egge in the 
bank. In the main it has been a 
happy arrangement. 


“Penalizing” Marriage. 

“It is because I believe in the 
life-long, happy n.arriage of equals 
that I am disturbed by these at- 
tempts to penalize marriage and 
make it difficult. Much more than 
a mere economic arrangement, 
successful marriage is a delicate 
emotional adjustment between a 
man and a woman. It will not bear 
tmapering with by the clumsy 


hands of outsiders. Anything that 


injures the self respect of either 


party bodes ill for the relationship. 


“The attack on married women 


/workers is essentially an attack on 


all women in business and profes- 
sion. Eighty per cent of all women 
marry sooner or later.

accomplished in the last 12 
years, reached the irreducible 
minimum consistent with the 
self-reliance, self-respect and se- 
curity of this country. 
Wages and Work. 

We believe in the principle of 
high wages. 

We favor the principle of the 
shorter work week and shorter 
work day with its application to 
government as well as to private 
employment, as rapidly and as 
constructively as conditions will 
warrant. 

We favor legislation designed 
to stimulate, encourage and as- 
sist in home building. 

The restriction of immigration 
fs a Republican policy.

MRS, EDITH M’CORMICK FAVORS 
GOVERNMENT SALE OF LIQUOR 


Daughter of John Rockefeller 
Declares for Pablic 2 Coyensanrre 
of All Alcohol.”’

CHICAGO, June 16.—Mrs. Edith 
Rockefeller McCormick, daughter 
of John D. Roekefeller and-a lead- 
er of Chicago society, yesterday an- 
nounced that she favored prohibi- 
tion repeal and the entrance of the 
Government into the liquor busi- 
ness by controlling its manufac- 
ture, sale and distribution. 

Mrs. McCormick’s pronounce- 
ment followed by nine days the 
statement of her brother, John D. 
Rockefeller Jr., that he favored re- 
peal. Whereas he offered no sub- 
stitute plan, however, Mrs. McCor- 
mick sketched the -utlines of a 
Government control program. 

“I believe in Government owner- 
ship of al] alcohol,” she said. ‘‘The 
Government should have the right 
to control the quantity and quality 
of alcohol manufactured, and the 
method of its sale and distribution, 
and the Government should receive 
the revenue. from its sale.” 

Mrs. McCormick said she meant 
all forms of intoxicating beverages 
by the term “of all alcohol,” but 
declined to say what she believed 
would be a suitable alcoholic con- 
tent for beverages. 

The entire Rockefeller family 
long has been identified with the 
prohibition movement. 


ASSOCIATED SIMMONS FIRMS 
FILE DENIAL OF INSOLVENCY 


Noteholders Have No Right to 
Bring Action, Companies Con- 
tend; Seek Dismissal. 

Denial that Associated Simmons 
Hardware Companies are insolvent 
was filed in Federal Court yester- 
day in answer to a bankruptcy suit 
brought by the owners of $3000 
in “gold notes” of the associated 
companies. 

The answer contends that the 
noteholders, by the terms of the 
indenture under which the notes 
were issued, have no right to bring 
the suit and asks that it be dis- 
missed for that reason.
